EVACUATIONS /AMERICAN  CITIZEN  ISSUES 


^2.  (SBU)  Since  February  8 at  2000  EST,  247  American  evacuees 
and  family  members  departed  Port-au-Prince;  a total  of  15,970 
have  been  evacuated  to  date.  A total  of  23,300  potential 
evacuees  have  been  accounted  for.  There  are  30  American 
evacuees  at  the  airport.  (TFl /Embassy  Port-au-Prince  e-mail) 

J.3 . (SBU)  As  of  1200  EST  February  9,  are  77  confirmed  American 
citizen  fatalities.  The  number  of  other  reported  American 
citizen  deaths  stands  at  28.

J.4 . (SBU)  The  remains  of  three  positively-identified  American 
citizens,  two  USG  employees  and  one  private  citizen,  left 
Port-au-Prince  for  Dover  AFB  February  8 . They  had  been 
recovered  from  the  Hotel  Montana.  There  are  still  five  sets  of 
remains  and  one  partial  set  in  Embassy  Port-au-Prince  custody.
